g. The first meeting was concluded upon arrival at Subject’s residence 
at approximately 2215 hoi**ro. During the .course of the dinner at the Tunhuang 
Restaurant, AH was invited to attend lunch at Subject's home at 1200' hours 
the following day. 

h. The second meeting took place at, Subject's home: oft: 14 * June.. 67V* and 
lasted from 1200 to approximately 1620 hours. Prior to departure, the AH 
arranged to contact Subject telephonically on 20 June 67, eo as to complete 
arrangements for another meeting on 21 June 67 • 

2* (C) OPERATIONAL MATTERS i 

a. At the first meeting on 13 June 67, the AH was warmly greeted and 
tanked for a bottle of Bourbon Whiskey presented to Subject, after which, 7 ' 

Subject and AH engaged in social conversation untilthe arrival of Subject’s 
wire at approximately 1830 hours. Following introductions to His wifo, the 
Cv veerKation settled into & recounting of Subjeot’s travels to Czechoslovakia, 
wish Subject holding the floor, His wife adding an occasional comment, and 
the All acting as audience. Prior to her arrival, Subject revealed that His wife 
spends each Tuesday working ae a Physical Therapy assist ent in a large 
orthopedic hoopital, w and that whereas he does not fully, approve of her working, 
har 40 i>6Jp',to supplement his oto ineoaie. DOWNGRADED AT 12 YEAR INTERVALS 
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b« Subject related an interesting experience that occurod during hie 
vi nit to Czechoolovakia, whoroin ho approached a nan on the streets of Prague 
to usk dircctiono to a specific cemetary, and ir. addition to receiving tho 
requested directions, he olso received an invitation from tho individual 
to accompany Subject and his wife to indtiro they reached their dootination 
without unduo difficulty. Subject otateo that he declined the offer, and that 
during a brief conversation that followed hia expression of thenko for the 
proffered courtesy, the man voiced hie respect for the Gertsen people, and 
Indicated a preference for Germans vis a vis the Russians. Upon being hunor- 
ouely cautioned by Subject regarding his outspokeneso, the individual averred 
that he had no fear of the Rusai&ns, or the current regime in Czechoslovakia, and 
that he entertains and often expresses this opinion in hia position ao Chief 
of the Czechoslovakian Atomic Knergy Bureau. Subject statea that he did 
not attempt to question the individual in this respect, but that his dress, 
mannerisms and erudite speech could well qualify him as an individual 
occupying such a position. 

c. Subject informed the AH that since his return from Czechoslovakia, 
he hen had an opportunity to neet with a reporter from "Der Stern*', tfte Vest 
German illuetrrted news ragazine, who travelled Mainland China 1 aider the 
guise of an ordinary tourist ir. a tourist group. Subject states that while 
in Chins, the reporter obtained extensive photographic coverage of the 

DA DZ PAU ( Lit. Transi Large Character Reports. Commonly referred to as 
Wall Posters ) currently appearing throughout Mainland China. Subject state* 
that a porusal of theee pictures, and translation of the DA DZ PAU, indicates 
that they are not official notices, and that they appear to me nothing 
more than individual , or small group or faction expressions of sentiments 
or loyalties in tho present Cultural Revolution of China. Subject further 
elated that whereas he found the DA DZ PAU interesting from the viewpoint 
of an insight to Chlneoe mentality, he did not feel that they oontained any sign* 
if leant information, nor were they of any value to him in his writings of 
China. 

d. At the second meeting at Subject's home on 14 June 67, discussions 

of Subject's writings for the Ostasiatischer Vereir. revealed that Subject ihas ‘ ‘*5 

been on a salary basis for the past eight years, and that his work primarily 
involves screening publications and various economic reports emanating from 
Western Embassies located in Far Eastern countries, and of translating 
subject reports and adding his own expertise for inclusion in the German 
publications. Subject stated that this is a very time consuming and tedious 
occupation, and that recent disagreements with a senior official who has 
attempted to rewrite his material and articles, has caused him to consider 
giving up the position and to devote full time to his books and other projects. 
Following lunch, and the return of his wife to t^e kitchen, the AH again steered the 
conversation back into a discuarion of Subject's current occupation, and 
indicated that Subject may be in a position to provide assistance to the AH, 
and at the same time gain material benefits to himself . After ascertaining . \ # 1 
that Subject was interested, the AH continued the approach by advising 
Subject that whereas experience factors have demonstrated that Germans re- 
turning from China are sometimes reluctant to discuss their trips with < ■ . 

Americans, they are generally more at ease and willing t a relate their . . ? * ■ V* 
travel experiences and ^obser vat ions to another German, espeoiftlly if the * *V'

ir.ed by that or/.-nnisation in thoir publications. Subject stated th*t ho 
could readily r.nnrocinto this fact, and in response to a direct q\«sry from 
the AH, opinioned thi.t ho personally could foresee no difficulty in convincing 
ofc'or Germans to discuss all facets of travel to China with him. At this 
time, Subject was further queried rega rdin. 6 ; the possibility of hiring & 
qualified ner^on, knowledgeable of China , to ar.siat him in meeting end inter- 
viewing China travel lerr. Subject stated that this can probably be accomp- 
lished, an** that he know* of an individual (unamed^ who often ae; intr him 
inhiu work, who although never having been to China proper, hre travelled extensive- 
ly and spent considerable time in other areas of the Far 2iv : t , and who would 
be well qualified and probably a-ynenAble to performing this type of work. 

In this respect, Subject seated that he knows of several qualified personnel 
who nay be willing to become involved in this type of activity, but questioned 
the requirement for another nan, and indicated that he personally could 
travel and conduct all interviews as required. The AH countered this opinion 
by informing Subject that whereon initially he may be able to hahdle the 
job by himself, it was believed that the volume of later requirements would 
preclude Lis being able to nnndle them on a one man basis. At this point, in 
that it was apparent that Subject was becoming definitely interested ii$ the 
proposed operation, the AK advised that nothing definite could be established 
ot that time, but Subject's opinion was solioited and he was queried direct reg- 
arding hie availability and willingness to enter into some type of a working 
agreement. Subject stated that there is no question regarding his ability 
to carry out the task as outlined by the AH? however, since this proposition 
cane as somewhat of a surprise, he requested a little more time to consider 
it in dcoth, and to think of how ne could beat utilize his present position 
to justify and explain the extra activities thet would be required of him. 

He also stated that since he was scheduler to attend a meeting on Friday, 

. 16 June, that was to be also attended by the individual he feels may be 
able to act as his assistant, it nay be a good idea to first sound out this 
1 individual before naking further plana in this direction. In this respect 
the AH advised Subject that ho should not reveal AH*s identity, or American 
A,-cnc y involvcrent, with Subject in any way, and that it is not anticipated 
that tho AH will have anv contact with l^gxen hired by Subject, at least during 
the outset of the operation. Subject readily agreed to this request, and 
indicated his understanding of the reasons thereof. J

him, the AH departed Subject's apartment, and was escorted to the entrance of 
the apartment complex by Subject ' 9 from where he departed at approximately
